jal German colonies in Africa: 


:. Cameroon, Tanganyika (now Tan- 
_ zania), Ruanda, and in addition

(now Ghana), Dahomey, the 
Belgian Congo (the Zaire Repub- 
lic, “Congo- Kinshasa), the French 
Congo (Congo-Brazzaville), Ugan- 
da and Kenya.
